The recreations of the place are of a kind to harmonize 
with the scenery. There are well-trained horses to ride and 
drive. There are golfing grounds for admirers of that pastime. 
An excellent orchestra adds its charm to the place. Then, 
when one turns from these artificial attractions, there is the 
endless panorama of the mountains, with their variegated 
coloring and majesty of outline, forming a picture quite 
charming enough to compensate the traveler for the all-night 
journey from New York.

I noticed at the Springs an apparent scarcity of invalids. 
This, I suppose, is due to the fact that it is impossible to 
remain an invalid long after testing the efficacy of these 
waters.
